sent building at the south end — 
extending west, and the north, so 
that a U-shaped building would re- 
sult, with the open end of the U 
facing toward the parking iot at the 
north. 

If this new area, built two stories 
high, were utilized entirely for re- 
commended size classrooms, that 
would acid a total of 20 classrooms, 
accomodating GOO students. 

However, at least half of this area 
would have to be used instead for 
duplication of special areas, such as 
library, cafeteria, etc. and this would 
leave space for only 300 students. 

Traffic would still have to flow 
through the old building. We know 
that a good traffic pattern is as im- 
portant in a school as in a home. 

The present allotted four minutes 
between classes would not allow a 



student sufficient time to get from 
one end of such a floor plan to an- 
other. 

We must remember that such an 
addition would have to be built to 
connect with the original portion of 
the school building, which was built 
in 1915. 

This means that in 19G0 that por- 
tion of J the building will be 50 year3 
old. Will this section meet state 
safety regulations indefinitely? 
Would it be wise to use such a plan? 
The purchase of the homes now 
situated on the northwest corner of 
the block where the present building 
stands could not possibly contribute 
enough additional space to justify 
tho cost of acquiring it. 

As a matter of fact, tho property 
that the board recommends be pur- 
chased on the southeast corner of 
Deep Lake and Loon Lake roads is 
available at no greater cost, and 
probably less. 

The estimated value of these 
houses is in the neighborhood of at 
laast $15,000 apiece — a total of $45,- 
000, whereas the Oakland property 
would range between $?0 000 and 
$30*100 for the entire 50 plus acres. 
This does not take into account ad- 
ditional expenses that would neces- 
sarily follow if these homes were 
purchased, since they would have to 
be removed from their present sites.

Several letters to Editors have already appeared in newspapers 
regarding the Antioch High School proposed building program. It 
is probably fitting that at this time the Board of Education explain 
their position and reasoning in the matter. 

First/ let us explain the duty of a Board in such a matter. 
Much literature-has been written in educational: publications that 
place a clear cut responsibility with the Board. Long range 'planning 
is considered paramount, not only in the financial aspect, but educa- 
tion of the children as well. The taxpayer is never forgotten, he's 
never allowed to be, but the educational welfare of the children 
has a way of being lost in the shuffle, which in the opinion of this 
Board is a sad situation. 

In our case the High School Board studied the educational, and 
building problems facing it and came to the decision it would be 
wise to invite interested persons representative of the entire district 
to make an independent study of the entire program. After much 
sincere consideration and work on the part of all (between 50 to 60 

Ceople), there was a unanimous concurrence in opinions that the 
est possible solution would be to acquire a new central site and 
build a new High School. As everyone now knows, that proposal was 
defeated in May. ', ,■ 

It was then felt a further study should be made with another 
Citizens' Advisory Council to clear up certain areas of objections. 
Some of the old members who were still interested and willing to 
"dig" further were joined by some newcomers. Again after a study 
was made it was agreed by a large majority that the best possible 
solution was the old proposition for the following reasons: 

1. We were offered the opportunity to purchase 50 Vi acres 
of property at a very nominal cost where future building expansion 
could take place in the most economical manner possible. Other 
properties were considered but were found to be higher in price 
and not as advantageous. The size of the site has been recommend- 
ed and approved by the State Department of Public Instruction. The 
location is as near the center of the population of the District as 
it. is possible to find. 

2. Consideration was most certainly given to an addition on 
the present site; however, it was very definitely felt that it would 
not lend itself to the continuing expansion that will be. needed with 
enrollments soaring through the years to come. If we knew that our 
enrollment would level off to perhaps 1200, an addition probably 
would have been our .solution; however, very conservative project- 
ions show that 1967 wilt see 1600 pupils in the High School, and 
by 1970 at least 2000. 

The architect has given us a drawing of a possible addition 
on the present site which with the present building would house 
1200 ot an estimated cost of $1,500,000. The proposed site at 
Deep Lake and Loon Lake Roads, will in the first stage of building 
contain classrooms to serve 900, and the special areas will be pro- 
vided to serve an ultimate of 1600 students. Therefore, for the 
present, we would acquire space for 1550 students (650 in the 
Antioch building and 900 at the Deep Lake-Loon Lake Road school) 
for $1,895,000 — where additional classroom space could be add- 
ed very economically. 

An L or U-shaped addition at the front of the present building 
would almost necessarily entail attaching to that part of the build- 
ing which was built In 1915. The Board feels this would be unwise 
because the corridors and other basic features in the old building 
were not designed for further addition. Adding to the north would 
either mean acquiring property by straight purchase or condemna- 
tion at a cost out of proportion to the space to be gained, or losing 
parking space that is filled daily, therefore justifying the need for 
it. 

3. We have kept in mind at all times that we have been elected 
to serve ALL of the ADULTS AND CHILDREN of our Antioch-Lake 
Villa-Lindenhurst combined districts fairly and equally, and feel 
that a centrally located site should not seem unreasonable to any, 
one area. 

Were it legally possible to do so, we would like to give the 
voters a ballot carrying an alternative, however, by statute that is 
not possible. Consequently, we had to make our decision, present 
it, and hope the voters will feel satisfied that our reasoning is 
logical, that our plan is more practical and economical as a long 
term financial program, and ABOVE ALL will allow us to develop 
an ever-improving education program for our children.

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Stop for Bus 

Illinois motorists are reminded by 
the Chicago Motor club that this 
state has a law requiring vehicles to 
stop when a school bus is discharg- 
ing or receiving children on a high- 
way. 

This law applies to drivers ap- 
proaching from either direction, ex- 
cept on expressways divided by a 
median strip or parking area, where 
the driver does not need to stop if 
approaching the school bus from 
the opposite direction. 

Illinois law does hot require driv- 
ers to stop for school buses in busi- 
ness or residential districts. 

However, even when the law does 
not require a stop, the motor club 
advises drivers to be thoroughly 
cautious when approaching school 
buses at any time — whether on the 
open highway or in urban areas. 

A safe stopping distance should 
be maintained at all times between 
the approaching car and the school 
bus, as the buses stop frequently to 
take on. or discharge children. 

Whenever a motorist spots a 
school bus, he should be especially 
alert for children running to or 
from the bus.

If they earn $1 200 or. less in a year 
or are over 72 years old for the" en- 
tire year they can get social security- 
checks every month. „ .

plan favored by some of enlarging 
the present building would perman- 
ently commit this location for use 
by the high school only. 

If it remains as it is, it could be 
adapted in the future for use either 
as another high school if a new 
building is eventually filled to capa- 
city, or as a junior high school - 
perhaps even adding grade school 
rooms on the remaining property. 

Parking space would not be need- 
ed for students in the latter age 
groups, which would facilitate fu- 
ture planning. 

Certainly all available school pro- 
perty will be utilized to the fullest 
extent since the increasing enroll- 
ment rate shows only too clearly 
that we are years away from any 
permanent solution to house all of 
our students. 

Before we leave the subject, let 
us explain that a high school build- 
ing cannot be practically adapted 
for use by lower grade students. 

Many facilities, such as counters, 
sinks, drinking ,■ fountains, toilets, 
lockers, cafeteria tables, etc. are all 
scaled to the taller child. 

2. "How does the actual .cost of 
enlarging the existing building com- 
pare with the coat of new construc- 
tion on an undeveloped piece of pro- 
perty?" 

' Any architect wilt tell you that 
the square foot cost of additional 
space gained through remodeling 
would definitely exceed the square 
foot cost of new construction. 

It Is elementary that before you 
can add to an existing building al- 
terations, which in themselves are 
costly, must first be made. 

Anyone who has had experience in 
remodeling or enlarging a residen- 
tial building knows that the final 
square foot cost must include hid- 
den costs when structural changes 
are made. 

In this case, certain basic facili- 
ties such as heating plant, library, 
cafeteria, gymnasiums, etc. must 
either be enlarged or duplicated. 

Is It practical to rebuild these 
areas? And would construction of 
new space cost less on the present 
site than in a new location? 

In our opinion, the answer to both 
these questions is NO. 

Especially when you consider that 
after such a building program is 
completed, the final result would 
still be an old school with a new 
addition, instead of a new building 
free of inherited problems which 
already have resulted, from use and 
depreciation. 

The architects estimate that a 
sewage system complete for 900 
students would cost $15,000 to in- 
stall. The same work for another 
900 students later would cost an- 
other $15,000. 

To. build the whole thing now, to 
take care of 1,800 students the cost 
would be less than $30,000. 

lb was estimated the cost of dig- 
ging a well, installing of a pump 
and putting the whole setup in op- 
eration would cost $6,500 for a 900- 
student body and for 1,800 pupils the 
charge would be from $9-11,000

Mrs. Lasco then introduced five 
members of the Channel Lake school 
board who were present— Mrs. Wil- 
liam Chase, RusseH Roe penack, Lee 
McKinney, Elmer ' Meierdirk .and 
Elmer Eberman. * 

She asked Eberman to explain 
duties 'and functions of the school 
board to the group! Eberman com-, 
plied, arid then presented the guest 
speakers for the evening: . 

Mrs. Bette Meyer and Mrs. Helen 
Kopriva of the advisory council and 
Mrs. Ruth Seyfarth of the Antioch 
high school board of education. 

Mrs. Kopriva gave a short talk on 
the' referendum to be, put before the 
voters of the district on October 10,' 
asking that bonds be issued to build 
a new high school at the corner of 
Deep Lake road and Loon Lake road. 
She then introduced. Bette Meyer, 
who read a prepared statement ask- 
ing theoretical questions and giying 
the answers at which the board has 
arrived in its study. 

The meeting was then thrown 
open to a question and answer ses- 
sion. Following are some of the 
questiqns asked, and the answers 
given, both question and answer be- 
ing condensed as much as possible. 
Mary Chase: Are you sure sewage 
system planned for new building 
will handle 1800 students, as claim- 
ed, if additions are made to the plan- 
ned building? ' 

Mrs. Seyfarth: The architect as- 
sures us it will. 

Mary Chase: Isn't' there a state 
law which requires a filtration plant 
be installed where more than 500 
people are being served? 

Mrs. Seyfarth; I'm not sure, al- 
though I have never heard of it. I 
will investigate and let you know. 
(Mrs, Seyfarth reported the next 
day that she had investigated and 
was assured there was no such. law). 
Mrs, Kopriva: I've never heard 
of such a law, and feel sure if there 
'were such a law we would have 
heard of it. 

Mrs. Wittleder: Why not put a 
U-shaped addition on the front of 
the building, attaching it to the 
north, or new, end, of the building,, 
rather than the south, or old end? 

Mrs, Seyfarth: This would abolish 
the parking place for students cars. 
Mrs. Wittleder:. Why not use the 
present baseball field, east of the 
Soo Line tracks, for student park- 
ing? 

Mrs. Seyfarth: This would mean 
we would have to build an overpass, 
or underpass, at the railroad tracks, 
which the railroad engineer esti- 
mates would cost about $30,000. 

Mrs. Wittleder: Why must cars be 
driven to school, when buses are pro- 
vided for transportation? 

Mrs. Kopriva: I discussed this 
question with Mr, Dittman. He says 
that parents will not support a 
movement to deprive the pupils of 
the use of their cars, and also that 
to do so would mean that the school 
would have to purchase additional 
buses to fake care of the load 

Mrs. Wittleder: How many ptrpil 
will the proposed new high sen 
hold? 

Mrs. Seyfarth: The basic facili- 
ties — sewage system, corridors, 
cafeteria, offices, etc. will be large 
enough to accomodate 1600 students, 
with an eye to additions to the plan- 
ned building. 

Classrooms in the structure to be 
"built at present, should this referen- 
dum pass, will accomodate 000 pu- 
pils. 

Projected figures show that by 
1970 we will have an enrollment of 
2200. 

Mrs. Kopriva: Additions to the old 
building would require alterations, 
which is always more expensive than 
building a new building. 

Mrs, Meyer: Corridors in the old 
building would have to be widened 
if an addition were put on. . 

Mrs. Seyfarth: The library in the 
present high school is too small. 

Anita Cook: The plan to build the 
new school only large enough for 
the junior and senior classes, keep- 
ing freshmen and sophomores in the 
old building, will mean that the jun- 
iors i and seniors can not take any 
freshman and sophomore subjects. 
This will deprive many of the 
children from taking courses they 
want to, particularly in the language 
department. 

Mrs. Seyfarth: These are adminis- 
trative problems,,, which will have 
to be solved by the administration. 
They usually iron themselves out. 
Mrs. Meyer: The plan is meant to 
solve the problems of the majority 
of the students. Individual problem* 
suchas this sometimes have to be 
sacrificed for the greatest good for 
the greatest number. 

MART CHASE: If this referendum 
is defeated again, will you present 
the same referendum -to the people 
the third time? 

Mrs. Seyfarth: I, can not possibly 
fore tell what the board will do.

CHANNEL LAKE — ' To reach the 
age of 94 is no mean accomplishment. 
To reach this, age with reasonable 
good health and a clear mind and 
memory is an even greater accom- 
plishment. 

Harry Warner of Sun-Side sub- 
division has achieved both. 

Some of his, memories of ■ early 
Channel Lake and Antioch should 
be interesting to new settlers and 
stir some nostalgic memories In old- 
er ones. — ' 

Warner was born December 19, 
1865, in Havana, 111. His family 
moved to Chicago when he was 
about seven years old. 

Warner built his present home for 
a summer cottage about 36 years 
ago. At that fime, the channel which 
runs near his home had not been 
dug, though it was provided for in 
the subdivision, plans. 

Sun-Side was then part of Wood- 
creat subdivision. 

LATER, THAT portion on the 
south side of the channel broke away 
and took the name of Sun-Side. 

Harry Warner was elected the 
first president of the association, and 
he served in this capacity for 22 
years. 

In that time, he did much to im- 
prove the subdivision and solved 
many problems which cause friction 
in most organizations of this type. 

Warner remembers when most of 
the homes in this area were summer 
cottages, empty in the winter. 

Channel Lake, he says, has chang- 
ed from country" to a little city. And 
one gets the impression that he pre- 
ferred it as it was in "the good old 
days." 

Before the present school was 
built, he says, the frame school- 
house which occupied the same site 
was sold at public auction. 

IT WAS moved by the buyer to

He remembers the summer when 
Fibber McQee "and Molly, the radio 
team, lived In a cottage on the lake; 
front, which they rented from John 
Wilcox. 

Warner's age, has not lessened his 
sense of civic responsibility.. He feels', 
that the community has failed to pro- 
vide for its young people, in not 
giving them a 'publicly - supported 
building for' recreation. 

He recall's with .some,' bitterness 
the defeat of the referendum P to pro-, 
vide a gymnasium for Channel Lake, 
school. ;r '' "'• -,.. l-^i^i V ■ , '"*■"- 
He remarked that he couldn't un- 
derstand why someone didn't get 
busy and build a clubhouse for the 
use "of the young people. - . 

. WARNER remembers when a re- 
porter from the Antioch News was 
always present at the train station 
when a train came in or left, to ask 
travellers their destination and 
glean any other news of interest 
they could. 

He can't recall how long he's sub- 
scribed to the Antioch' News, but is 
sure 1 it's at least 20 years'. 

During the winter, when he went 
to Florida or California, he had it 
sent down there and kept up on 
local news. 

Although his eyesight has failed 
recently so that he can't read, he 
still has the paper read to him by 
his housekeeper, Mrs. Ruth Mills. 

He also gets the news of the world, 
daily, in this manner, from the Chi- 
cago Tribune. 

Warner's family moved to Chicago 
the year after the Chicago fire. 

THE CITY then was quite unlike 
the Chicago of today. Warner at- 
tended the Marquette school on 
Jackson Boulevard. 

His father was business manager 
of the Chicago Tribune, and always 
had a book of tickets to the Cub's 
ball games. The ball park, in those 
days, Was on the lake front where 
the Art Institute is now. 

Warner attended most of the ball 
games, running over after school 
was out after school opened. He saw 
the famous combination of Tinkers, 
Evers and Chance many times. 

He remembers the early street 
cars on State St. — in those days, 
horse cars. 

The fare was 5c, and during the 
winter there was hay oh the floor 
of the cars to keep the rider's feet 
warm — or, at least, not so cold. 

The car ran on one track, and 
when it reached the enA of the line 
was driven on to a turntable to be 
turned so It could make the return 
trip on the same track. 

HIS FIRST job was with Mar- 
shall Field Co.— then Field, Leiter 
and Palmer — at $4 a week. 

He was a half block from the Iro- 
quois Theater when the disastrous 
fire started there, and was at the 
scene during the fire.' 

Delivery trucks from Marshall 
Field and Carson Pirie Scott & Co. 
aided in hauling away the bodies of 
the dead. 

Warner's Wife, Dude, has been 
dead for 14 years. 

They had three children — Alden, 
killed in the first World War. (Mr. 
Warner is a direct descendant of 
John Alden. However, he has none 
of his famous ancestor's reticence — 
he's quite able to speak for himself). 
Stanley, living in Elmwood Park, 
and a daughter, Hazel McGowen, re- 
siding in Santa Anna, Calif. 

Warner worked for the C B & Q 
railroad for about 10 years as a 
traveling accountant. 

He then worked for the interstate 
commerce commission, serving as 
chief examiner for this body for 
many years. He has been retired for 
24 years. 

THE ATOM bomb worries War- 
ner not at all. However, he resents 
the expenditure of millions of dol- 
lars on what he considers a sense- 
less attempt to reach the moon. 

He feels the present juvenile de- 
linquency is due to parental laxness, 
but says that "most of the kids he 
sees around are mighty nice kids." 
He says he found out long ago 
that you can't get anywhere with 
young people by yelling at them, 
but that if you treat them with 
politeness and consideration, practi- 
cally all respond in' kind. 

In all the years he has lived out 
here, he says, he has had no reason 
to complain of mischief from young 
people. 

Cataracts have dimmed Warner's 
eyes to the point where he can no 
longer watch -television, which used 
to be a favorite recreation. 

HE ENJOYS the radio, being read 
to, and just talking with friends and 
neighbors. 

For many years he did a great 
deal of walking, but rarely goes out 
now. He misses many of his old 
friends who have passed on. One of 
them, Johnny Wilcox, who would 
break into a nimble jig when he 
was 80 — he mentioned particularly. 
Not all his old friends are gone, 
though. He and Ernie Scheuner still 
visit regularly. 

If he has an explanation for his 
long life, it's "contentment, and 
tending to my own business." 

He says, "I always minded my 
own business and I sure didn't want 
any 'one else tending it for me."

Clean Dirty Spots 
To Prevent Flies " 

On the farm, the best fly-swatter 
is good sanitation. 

Flies usually breed in dirty, moist 
places, points out the "Grassland 
News." So, the better job farmers 
do in eliminating these spots around 
the barn, the fewer the flies. 

The "Grassland News" 'reports it's 
a good idea to clean stalls regularly 
and haul manure to the fields for 
spreading. If manure collects around 
the barn, it becomes a favorite breed- 
ing place for flies. 

Although farmers- can't cry ojjer 
spilled milk — or feed — these are 
materials that attract flies, and 
should be cleaned up promptly. 

Keeping the barn well ventilated 
and screened is also important and 
farmers shouldn't neglect keeping 
drinking fountains and automatic, 
waterers clean. 

■ Other places that may need special 
attention are hog. pens, chicken 
houses, trash heaps, garbage dumps 
and areas around the base of silos. 

Cleaning up these areas now will 
help eliminate the need for chemical 
control later on.
